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Chicago Ranks As The Most 

Segregated Northern City 

"In 1956, when I first came to 
this town, I said Chicago was the 
most residentially segregated 
large city in the north ... It was 
true then and it is true now," said 
former Chicago Urban League offi- 
cial Edwin C. (Bill) Berry. He was 
responding to a recently released 
survey, which showed that the city 
ranked as one of the most segre- 
gated northern cities for the sec- 
ond time in 30 years. 

The survey, conducted by the 
Council on Municipal Performance 
of New York, was based on 1970 
census data and included 108 cities 
besides Chicago. The cities were 
ranked on housing patterns and 
employment in white-collar jobs. 

The most segregated city in the 
nation, however, was Shreveport, 
La., and the least segregated city 
was Cambridge, Mass.

United States Joins Vote 

Saving South Africa In UN 

Ambassadors representing the 
three nations that saved South 
Africa's seat in the United Na- 
tions said they did so because the 
country could be more effectively 
influenced to drop its racists poli- 
cies if it were inside the UN. 

The United States, Britain and 
France joined to stop the African 
and Third World move to expel 
South Africa because of its system 
of apartheid, and produced the 
first triple veto in UN history. 

Ten members of the 15-nation 
security council voted in favor of 
the proposed expulsion. Two ab- 
stained. Any one of the five na- 
tions with veto power — the U. S., 
Britain, France , China and the 
Soviet Union — could have stopped 
the move to expel.

"Hi, Jesse, now you 
Hello there, Vernon. Good to see 
you." "Good to meet you, Ms. Elli- 
son." 

With those social amenities 
taken care of, the President of the 
United States sat down to meet 
with eight top civil rights leaders 
in the White House recently. By 
White House standards, it was a 
lengthy pow-wow — one hour and 
10 minutes. 

The group's spokesman, Vernon 
E. Jordan Jr., executive director of 
the National Urban League, de- 
scribed President Ford afterward 
as "very, very receptive," although 
the President made no commit- 
ments, he said, other than a vow to 
support the extension of federal 



voting rights legislation. Jordan 
said President Ford also promised 
to carefully study the position 
papers presented by various mem- 
bers of the group. 

The President's support of the 
Voting Rights bill, however, came 
after Jordan and his colleagues 
chided Ford for his controversial 
statement concerning court-or- 
dered school busing in Boston. 

The statement at issue was made 
in early October, when Ford said. 
"I deplore the violence that I have 
read about and seen on televi- 
sion." But he added: "The court 
decision in that case, in my judg- 
ment, was not the best solution to 
quality education in Boston. I 
have consistently opposed forced

busing to achieve racial balance as 
a solution to quality education." 

The civil rights leaders told the 
President that the statement had 
the effect of sanctioning the vio- 
lence by whites in Boston. 

According to Jordan, and Presi- 
dential Assistant Stanley S. Scott, 
Ford said he understood the basis 
of their criticism, but did not offer 
to debate or alter his own views on 
the matter. He did say, however, 
that the Justice Dept. will take a 
tough stand in the Boston situa- 
tion, prosecuting white resisters 
who acted illegally. 

In the first 12 weeks of his Pres- 
idency, Ford also met separately 
with the 16 members of the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus and a 



group of Black Republicans. 

The primary topic of conversa- 
tion at the most recent meeting, 
according to those present, was the 
plight of Black America during the 
present national economic crisis. 

"We tried to stress that Black 
unemployment was already at the 
disaster level, as high as 35 and 
49 percent in some places," said 
Rev. Jesse L. Jackson, president of 
Operation PUSH. 

Bayard Rustin, executive direc- 
tor of the A. Philip Randolph In- 
stitute, argued that unemployment 
is "the most grievous problem 
from which all other problems 
flow." Rustin told the President 
that current unemployment among 
Blacks is twice as great as it was 
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Ford Meets Leaders 

during the Depression of the 1930s. 

As recommendations, members 
of the group proposed a full em- 
ployment economy and a federal 
program of public service employ- 
ment that would create a million 
jobs — both proposals included in 
the list of recommendations that is 
part of the document produced by 
the Black Economic Summit Con- 
ference, a copy of which Jordan 
presented to President Ford. 

In addition to recommendations 
calling for action in housing, 
health and high-level appointments 
of Blacks within the Ford Admin- 
istration, some of the civil rights 
leaders also called upon the Presi- 
dent to make a major public ad- 
dress in which he would make a 
"ringing reaffirmation" of the 
cause of racial equality. 

The President said he would 
consider doing so. 

In addition to Jordan, Rustin 
and Rev. Jackson, others present 
at the White House meeting were 
Dorothy Height, president of the 
National Council of Negro Wom- 
en ; Pauline Ellison, national presi- 
dent of the Links Inc. ; Dr. Carlton 
Goodlett, president of the National 
Newspaper Publishers Assn. ; Rev. 
Leon Sullivan, chairman of the Op- 
portunities Industrialization Cen- 
ters of America Inc., and Clarence 
Mitchell, Washington bureau di- 
rector for the NAACP. 

The meeting with President 
Ford was requested by Roy Wil- 
kins, executive director of the 
NAACP, but Wilkins was out of 
the country and was unable to at- 
tend. — Grayson Mitchell 



Carl Stokes And Wife Get 
Divorce; He Keeps Kids 

Former Cleveland Mayor Carl 
Stokes and his wife, Shirley, re- 
cently received a final divorce de- 
cree in Essex County (N. J.) Court 
after 17 years of marriage.

Under the unusual settlement, 
Stokes, who currently lives in New 
York City and is a commentator 
with WNBC-TV news, will have 
custody of the couple's three chil- 
dren — two boys and a girl who 
range in age from five years old 
to 16 years old. 

Mrs. Stokes will receive alimony 
payments for two years, under the 
settlement, and proceeds from the 
sale of their home in Montclair, 
N. J., where they moved after 
Stokes announced that he would 
not seek a third term as mayor of 
Cleveland. Stokes and his wife 
were separated for more than two 
years before their divorce was 
finalized. 

Speaking of the divorce, a terse 
Stokes would only say, "I filed a 
motion (for custody of the three 
children) and my wife did not 
contest it." Stokes would not re- 
veal the amount of alimony he was 
ordered to pay his former wife.

D. C. Women Crusade To 

Save Neglected Cemeteries 

As a result of a significant pop- 
lation boom and urban sprawl in 
recent years, a large number of 
inner-city cemeteries have been 
removed to the suburbs. 

The Wee Angels, a group of 
women in Washington, D. C, have 
waged a crusade to mark areas 
from which cemeteries have been 
removed and to preserve remain- 
ing cemeteries. 

An appeal to acquire the areas 
by eminent domain has been made 
by the Wee Angels to the Wash- 
ington, D. C, city government and 
the Senate Committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The interest in the cemeteries 
has been sustained because not 
only were they the depositories of 
bodies of civilian persons of his- 
toric interest but also the re- 
mains of a large number of Civil 
War veterans. 



Minorities Fare Badly In 

Retail Trade Industry 

The "dirtiest, lowest-paid, and 
most unpleasant jobs" in the re- 
tail trade industry are held most- 
ly by minorities — especially wom- 
en — says the Council of Economic 
Priorities. 

The New York-based private 
study organization said it based 
its findings on a survey of the in- 
dustry and five of the nation's 
largest chain stores — Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., J. C. Penny Co. Inc., 
Montgomery Ward & Co., W. T. 
Grant Co. and S. S. Kresge Co. 

Although women make up 80 
percent of the nation's retail 
trade sales force, the council said 
they, as well as other minorities, 
were "significantly underrepre- 
sented" in the selling of high- 
priced items, where the large com- 
missions are made. 

Sears rated best in the overall 
employment of minorities.

Confidential: Zaire has become known to American Blacks because of 
the recent staging of the Muhammad Ali-George Foreman heavy- 
weight championship fight — ^but not to the financial set. Almost a bil- 
lion dollars have been invested in the African country, and a good bit 
by U. S. firms anxious to exploit its vast mineral wealth, Zaire is the 
world's third largest copper producer and also has huge resources of 
zinc, cobalt and industrial diamonds. The angle : While the sporting 
crowd "goes home" to see the fight and puts Zaire on the map, U. S. 
businesses make an even bigger kill. . . . Ninety years after the death 
of abolitionist Frederick Douglass, a research team headed by Yale 
University's Dr. John W. Blassingame is tracking down his papers 
and documents. Douglass was not connected with any single organiza- 
tion and many of his papers were destroyed during a fire at his D. C. 
home. Having pursued some 2,000 manuscripts and searched through 
newspapers published between 1846 and 1884, the team has come 
across 1,500 previously unpublished letters to and from Douglass. The 
complete collection of Douglass letters — predicted to reach 15,000 items 
— will be published in a 16-volume set. . . . Rep. Andrew Young (D., 
Ga.) is spearheading the formation of a Congressional Black Caucus- 
sponsored program to train young Blacks as lobbyists and legislation 
specialists on Capitol Hill. The professionals will be able to work in a 
wide variety of public and private institutions and organizations deal- 
ing with the legislative process. . . . John Powell, chairman of the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, is getting a lot of pres- 
sure again. Two senators. New York's Jacob Javits and New Jersey's 
Harrison A. Williams Jr., have demanded that he immediately devise 
plans to reduce the blacklog of 100,000 complaints. Javits is particu- 
larly upset because he is one of the senators who endorsed Powell for 
the position. . . . Lone Judge : In the town of Colebrooke, N. H., where 
fewer than 10 Blacks live, former military man Ivory Cobb serves as 

Superior Court judge.

Judge Orders Foxx, 
Wife To Reveal All 
Financial Records 

Warning that he was not going 
to take any mess, Las Vegas Judge 
Keith Hayes gave comedian Redd 
Foxx and his estranged wife, 
Betty Jean, until Nov. 18 to co- 
operate and return to his court 
with all of their financial records. 

"If I get the impression that 
there is less than wholehearted co- 
operation of two adults, I'll come 
down hard on both of you," Judge 
Hayes solemnly vowed as he gazed 
fixedly upon Foxx, the plaintiff, 
and his wife, the defendant. 

Judge Hayes made it clear also 
that he was not pleased to learn 
during the hearing that Mrs. Foxx 
had not carried out the court's 
orders to return to her husband 
personal items, including 12 origi- 



nal Bert Williams comedy records, 
a pair of boxing gloves which the 
late former heavyweight boxing 
champion Jack Johnson gave to 
Foxx's father, Fred Sanford, a 
priceless scrapbook of sports 
events from 1910 to 1970, jewelry 
and an expensive tape recorder. 

Told that the tape recorder had 
been stolen during a recent bur- 
glary of the Los Angeles home 
once shared by the couple. Judge 
Hayes said that Mrs. Foxx will 
have to buy her husband another 
one "just like it." 

Foxx, who took the witness 
stand while an audience of 33 per- 
sons sat in the 50-seat, new cir- 
cular district courtroom, testified 
that he did not bring financial rec- 
ords to the court hearing because 
he left such documents with his 
wife when he moved out of their 
home last April. He offered such 
testimony in response to questions 
from his attorney, Robert Reid, a 
Howard University-trained lawyer 
and former Las Vegas judge. 



Conferring before hearing with his attorney, Robert Reid, the comedian 
quipped: "After paying $10,000 monthly for alimony and fees to her high- 
priced white lawyers, I can't afford to eat anything but hot dogs."

The comedian's wife, who was 
not called to testify during the 
two-hour hearing, complained 
through her attorneys, Jack J. 
Rosenthal and Robert Callister, 
that Foxx had not produced copies 
of contracts, bank statements, in- 
come tax returns, payroll records 
and other money-related docu- 
ments so that her attorneys can 
plan how much money and prop- 
erty to demand in preparation for 
a divorce trial. 

Asked, at one point in the hear- 
ing, why he had not produced the 
financial documents, Foxx replied : 
"My wife handled all of my busi- 
ness affairs. ... I never checked 
behind her for accuracy in han- 
dling my business. ... I don't have 
any records at all." 

As he testified, a teacher on a 
field observation trip with 27 
young Las Vegas high school stu- 
dents, including a Black girl and 
a Black boy with a corn-row hair- 
do, sat silently as if they were 
viewing a taping of a segment of 
Foxx's top-rated NBC-TV show, 
Sanford and Son. 

Overruling an objection by de- 
fense attorney Rosenthal, Judge 
Hayes allowed plaintiff attorney 
Reid to question Foxx about a 
home that he and his wife own in 
the Baldwin Hills section of Los 
Angeles, where many well-to-do 
Blacks live. The documents in 
possession of Foxx's attorney re- 
veal that Mrs. Foxx sold the home 
without her husband's knowledge. 
The history of the transactions 
shows that the home, said to be

valued in the $50,000 range,, was. 
obtained by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Collection Co. Inc., to sat- 
isfy a judgment levied upon the 
property. The Los Angeles mar- 
shal's courts sold the home for $76. 
The new owner quitclaimed the 
property to Martin W. Lawson on 
June 28, 1968. Lawson made a 
quitclaim to Mrs. Foxx, who made 
a quitclaim of the home to Deb- 
raca Denise, her daughter by a pre- 
vious marriage, who was adopted 
by Foxx. 

Atty. Reid contends that the Los 
Angeles home should have re- 
mained community property of the 
couple. 

The couple's community prop- 
erty is tied to the financial records 
requested by attorneys for Mrs. 
Foxx. They especially want the de- 
tails of a contract Foxx has with 
the producers of the Sanford and 
Son TV show as well as his record 
royalties and residual earnings 
from the TV show and TV com- 
mercials (Colt 45). 

Nevada has no community prop- 
erty law similar to California's. 




Judge Hayes has ruled that Las 
Vegas is the legal residence of the 
couple and the impending divorce 
trial will be governed by the laws 
of Nevada. 

Meanwhile, Judge Hayes tem- 
porarily awarded $10,000 monthly 
alimony plus lawyer fees to Mrs. 
Foxx. The attorney for the come- 
dian says Foxx has already paid 
his estranged wife $20,000 in ali- 
mony and $38,000 in fees to her 
lawyers. 

In another previous but related 
action. Las Vegas Judge Joseph 
Pavilkowski granted Foxx tem- 
porary ownership of the $150,000 
Las Vegas home and issued an 
order which prevents Mrs. Foxx 
from "entering, occupying or loi- 
tering about the premises of the 
plaintiff's place of residence or at 
his place of employment." The 
order also restrains his wife of 
19 years from "moving, hiding or 
secreting any property, furniture 
or fixtures" from the Las Vegas 
home. He further ordered that she 
return to Foxx "all monies, 
checks, specifically, $110,000 re- 
moved from bank accounts" or 
otherwise earned by Foxx. 

The orders of both judges re- 
main in force until the divorce case 
is settled. No date has been set for 
the divorce trial. 

Mrs. Foxx, wearing a simple 
Black form-fitting dress with a red 
rose design, was accompanied by 
her brother, Tony Harris, who op- 
erates a limousine service in Los 
Angeles. Neither she nor Foxx, 
who was accompanied by close 
friends, spoke to each other when 
they met in the courtroom. 



^Redd Foxx Day' Honors 
His 40 Show Biz Years 

"I knew that this all had to 
happen one day. I have worked 
hard and paid my dues and the 
rewards are now coming." 

Those words were spoken by 
Redd Foxx last year during an in- 
terview with editors of The Ebony 
Siiccess Library. Last week, he 
was on the receiving end of his 
biggest reward when Mayor 
Thomas Bradley proclaimed Oct. 
28 as "Redd Foxx Day" in Los 
Angeles. 

The honor came as friends of 
Foxx paid tribute to him during 
a program at the Shubert Theatre 
which observed his 40th year in 
show business as an entertainer. 

Called "The Funniest Man 
Alive," the 51-year-old comedian 
used the occasion to raise money 
for Taft, a tiny city (population: 
500) in Oklahoma, where he has 
been sworn in as chief of police.

Justice Dept. Charges Evers 

With Hiding Added Income 

The latest 
development in 
the Justice 
Dept.'s income 
tax case 
against Fay- 
ette, Miss. 
Mayor Charles 
Evers is just 
Charles Evers "the same old 
soup, warmed over," according to 
the mayor. 

In September, Evers and his 
former wife, Nannie, pleaded in- 
nocent to federal grand jury 
charges that they evaded the pay- 
ment of over $50,000 in federal 
taxes between 1967 through 1970. 
Recently, the Justice Dept. further 
accused the Evers of "intention- 
ally" keeping records that hide 
their sources of income. 

Evers, initially elected mayor of 
Fayette in June, 1969, dismissed 
the government charges as "an ef- 
fort to discredit me." 

The government also charged 
that Evers diverted to his own 
use part of the more than $100,- 
000 he collected for the Fayette 
Emergency Fund in a nationwide 
appeal in 1969 to help the town 
pay debts left by the previous, all- 
white administration. 

The federal charge did not list 
any specific amounts taken from 
the fund but said personal with- 
drawals were made from a $19,420 
deposit made with State Mutual 
Federal Savings and Loan Assn. 
in Jackson. 



Judge Reduces Bond 

Of "^Welfare Queen' 

Linda Taylor, who was ar- 
rested recently in Tucson, Ariz., 
I and extradited to Chicago to 
i answer charges of defrauding 
\ the Illinois Public Aid Dept. of 
; $100,000, has been granted a 
bond reduction from $100,000 
to $10,000 by Felony Court 
Judge Walter Olsen. However, 
she did not produce the $1,000 
needed to post the bond and re- 
mains in jail. 

Mrs. Taylor, 47, was ac- 
cused of bilking the Illinois 
welfare agency through fraud- 
ulent claims and used as many 
as 27 names to collect the 
money. The "welfare queen" 
was reported to own three 1974 
cars and three apartments. 



Rep. Dellums' Son Arrested 
On Theft Charges In Calif. 

Michael Dellums, the 17-year-old 
son of Rep. Ronald V. Dellums 
(D., Calif.), was arrested in Oak- 
land, Calif., for the third time in 
two years recently, this time on 
charges of stealing jewelry, a 
stereo set and liquor from an 
apartment. 

Police said the stolen items were 
found in a car belonging to 
Michael Miller, 18, who was also 
arrested but later released. 

Young Dellums, who is Rep. 
Dellums' son by a previous mar- 
riage, was being held by juvenile 
authorities. The youngster lives 
with his mother, Mrs. Arthurine 
Dellums, who has been divorced 
from the congressman for 17 years.

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Stax Records Answers 
$6 Million Suit By CBS 

Stax Records, Inc., has filed an 
answer to the $6 million suit by 
CBS Inc., in a dispute over a dis- 
tribution agreement between the 
two firms. The answer by Stax 
Records was filed recently in U. S. 
District Court in Memphis, Tenn., 
where the Stax firm is located. 

In its suit, CBS of New York 
stated that Stax borrowed $6 mil- 
lion on a promissory note Oct. 24, 
1972, and at the same time "en- 
tered into a distribution agree- 
ment by which Stax "granted to 
CBS sole and exclusive right, li- 
cense and privilege in the United 
States and its territories to dis- 
tribute and sell Stax phonograph 
records and other reproductions 
bearing the Stax, Volt and Enter- 
prise labels." 

Stax Records Inc., through its 
attorney, John Burton, admitted 
that Alvertis (Al) Bell, listed as 
the owner of all outstanding cap- 
ital stock of the firm, met with 
CBS officials during the week of 
Sept. 30, 1974, "relative to the 
loan and distribution agreement." 




Bell denied that Stax Records 
had informed CBS that the record 
firm would no longer "abide by, 
honor or perform its distribution 
agreement" and also denied that 
he advised CBS that he would 
"deal instead with other distribu- 
tors," according to the response. 

U. S. District Judge Harry W. 
Wellford recently issued a tempo- 
rary restraining order "stopping 
the Stax organization from violat- 
ing a 1972 distributorship agree- 
ment with CBS." 

Stax Records, which lists Al 
Bell as chairman of the board and 
James F. Stewart as president of 
the firm, was reportedly attempt- 
ing to negate its contract with 
CBS on the basis of a charge that 
CBS "is not properly distributing 
their records, and ostensibly forc- 
ing Stax into bankruptcy." 

Rep. Dan Kuykendall (D., Tenn.) 
stated that he is working as an 
intermediary between the two cor- 
porations in the "hope of settling 
the matter out of court." 

Most observers agree that Stax, 
one of the nation's largest Black 
businesses, will be forced to close 
if the judge rules that the firm 
must pay the $6 million CBS is 
asking in its current suit. 

In a hearing of the case last 
week. Judge Wellford continued 
the temporary restraining order 
against Stax Records and set an- 
other hearing for a date in Decem- 
ber to be announced later, accord- 
ing to Deanie Parker of the Stax 
public relations department. 

Stax suit, which shows that Al Bell 
owns all of firm's stock, puts to rest 
widely-circulated rumors that the 
record company is white owned.

As one of the 
Navy's few Black women in her 
position she feels that "we really 
need women in the Navy. There 
are only 3,469 women officers and 
only 84 are Black." 
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Man Slain Trying To Steal 

$165 Cadillac Hubcaps 

When G. L. Wheeler of Chicago 
was awakened by "clanging 
noises" on his new Cadillac Eldo- 
rado, he got his gun, looked out 
his second-floor window, and saw 
three men attempting to steal the 
$165-a-set hubcaps from the car. 
He yelled at the men and fired four 
shots, hitting one of the men. The 
other men escaped with two hub- 
caps, police said. 

Wheeler, 43, said he fired his .38 
caliber revolver when the wounded 
man turned toward him with a 
"shiny object in his hand." The 
shiny object was a gun. 

The unidentified man, about 22 
years old, later died. No charges 
were lodged against Wheeler. 



Police In Eight States Now 
Use Torbidden' Bullets 

Police departments in eight 
state are switching to ammunition 
so deadly that its type is banned 
in warfare by international law, 
according to the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU). 

ACLU Director Aryeh Neier 
said police in Massachusetts, Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, Hawaii, Penn- 
sylvania, Texas, Virginia and 
Washington are using bullets that 
explode once they enter the body. 

The bullets are popularly known 
as "dum dum" bullets, made in a 
town by that name in India. 

"By the use of this ammuni- 
tion," added ACLU official John 
Roberts, "the police become judge, 
jury and prosecutor. There is no 
due process for a dead man." 



This Week In Black History 

November 9, 1731 — Benjamin Banneker, renowned mathematician 
and astronomer, was born in Ellicott, Md. As a youth, he made 
what is believed to be the first clock made in America. He studied 
astronomy from borrowed books, and so thoroughly mastered them 
that he was able to point out errors in the books. Banneker is best 
known as the only Black to serve on the six-man committee which 
helped lay out Washington, D. C. His greatest feat occurred when 
the chairman of the committee. Major L'Enfant, abruptly re- 
signed and returned to France with his plans. Banneker's precise 
memory enabled him to reproduce them in their entirety. 

November 12, 1917 — Egbert (Bert) Aus- 
tin Williams, considered by many to be 
the greatest Black vaudeville performer 
in the history of the American stage, was 
born in Nassau, British West Indies. In 
1895, he teamed with George Walker to 
form a very successful vaudeville team. 
After his partner's death in 1909, Wil- 
liams worked as a featured single in the

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Charles Reynolds Quits 

As Atlanta Bank Head 

Charles

Charles Reynolds Bank in Atlan- 
ta three and a half years ago, has 
resigned, effective Dec. 1. 

Neither Reynolds nor members 
of the bank's board of directors 
would say anything in detail about 
the reasons behind the resignation, 
but one source told Jet that Reyn- 
olds had been asked to step down. 

Apparently Reynolds' resigna- 
tion had nothing to do with mis- 
handling of funds. On the other 
hand, however, the bank, as well as 
the 13-story, multi-million-dollar 
building it owns, has been affected 
by the current economic crisis. 

This, along with declining assets 
and a fast turnover of employes, 
compounded Reynolds' problems 
with the board, which voted by a 
close margin to remove him. 

Reynolds, 37, the third president 
of Citizens Trust in its 53-year 
history, declined to discuss his 
resignation. "In fairness to cer- 
tain people and to facilitate a 
smooth transition, I prefer not to 
go into the matter at this time," 
the Albany, Ga., native said. 

Board chairman Herman Russell 
is expected to announce a successor 
during the next several weeks. 



Brief NAACP Boycatt Makes 

Detroit Bank Change Policy 

A boycott launched by the De- 
troit NAACP branch was effective 
enough to get the Michigan Na- 
tional Bank to rescind 4 new policy 
that would have closed out all sav- 
ings accounts under $50. 

Bank officials contended that 
these smaller accounts, which 
amounted to about 25 percent of 
its city and suburban savings ac- 
counts, were too costly to service 
and maintain. 

But Joe Madison, Detroit 
NAACP executive secretary, blast- 
ed the announced change, saying 
it would be "a direct slap in the 
face of the poor, both Black and 
white. . . ." 

Madison urged all savers affect- 
ed by the recent policy change to 
withdraw their money and deposit 
it in banks more sympathetic with 
their needs. 

George A. Pierson, the bank's 
president, offered no direct reasons 
for the reversal, but indicated that 
a letter from the NAACP and "a 
couple of calls from legislators" in- 
fluenced his decision. 

Black Firm Granted $900G 

Contract To Build Runway 

The Jones and Artis Construc- 
tion Co. Inc., a Black-owned firm 
in Washington, D. C, will overlay 
and groove an asphalt paving sur- 
face on a 5,212-foot runway at Na- 
tional Airport as part of a $900,- 
607 contract awarded by the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration. 

This award marks the second 
made to the firm for construction 
work at National Airport in re- 
cent months.

Voorhees College To Receive

More than 600 volumes of books 
belonging to the late Dr. Arthur 
Pearson Scott will go to Voorhees 
College in Denmark, S. C.

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Morris Brown To Launch 

Drive To Defray Debts 

The National Alumni Assn. of 
Morris Brown College has 
launched a fund-raising campaign 
among its members tQ collect $1 
million over the next three years to 
aid the school with its grave finan- 
cial problems. 

A spokesman for the campaign 
said the focus will be on the more 
than 20,000 persons who have at- 
tended the school since its incep- 
tion in 1881, appealing to them to 
aid their alma mater in meeting its 
$5-million annual budget. 

Another spokesman for the col- i 
lege said support from the AME 
Church is no longer adequate due 
to the spiralling cost of education, 
and that funds received so far 
from the Ford Foundation under 
the Atlanta University Center con- 
solidation plan have been chan- 
neled to curriculum areas. 

Inflation Is No Hassle 

At Norfolk State College 

Inflation seems to have taken its 
toll just about every place you 
look. But one place which seems 
unruffled by the pinch is Norfolk 
State College. 

The college reports that prices 
increased only $5 over last year, 
meaning it now costs students 
only $232.50 per semester for 
room and board. 

This might be the reason why 
NSC is also one of the few col- 
leges in the nation not experienc- 
ing a drop in enrollment. Its fall 
enrollment totals 6,238 students. 

NSC, located in Norfolk, Va., 
ranks among the nation's four 
largest historically Black colleges. 
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Coalition Chairman Brings 
Suit Against Univ. Of Md. 

Howard P. Rawlings, chairman 
of the Maryland Black Coalition 
for Higher Education and former 
mathematics instructor at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, has filed a 
class-action suit against the uni- 
versity in the U. S. District Court 
in Baltimore, alleging discrimina- 
tion against Black faculty and staff 
members. 

The suit filed by the 37-year-old 
educator charged the university 
with failing to recruit and hire 
Black faculty members ; establish- 
ing educational requirements for 
Black faculty and staff members 
that are different from those ap- 
plied to whites ; denying Black fa- 
culty and staff members promo- 
tional opportunities that are pro- 



vided to whites ; discrimination in 
terminating Black faculty, and for 
assigning Black faculty and staff 
members to predominantly Black 
schools only and requiring them to 
teach only Black-oriented courses. 

Rawlings, who was fired by the 
university last October after 
teaching there for five years, also 
alleges in his class-action suit that 
82 percent of the Blacks employed 
by the university's four campuses 
are classified workers and are thus 
at the lowest employment level. 

The former Morgan State Col- 
lege instructor said his problems 
with UMBC started when Gov. 
Marvin Mandel named him to the 
desegregation task force and the 
positions of his educational coali- 
tion frequently conflicted with 
those held by Wilson H. Elkins, 
the university's president.

Former Selassie Aide Makes 

Cash Bid To Free Emperor 

Hubert Faunteroy Julian, the 
former personal pilot of deposed 
Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie and organizer of the Ethiopian 
air force in 1931, has offered the 
country's government $1.45 mil- 
lion to release Selassie from mili- 
tary custody. 

The 77-year-old Julian, who 
now runs a sugar brokerage firm 
in New York as an American citi- 
zen, showed reporters in London a 
check for the promised amount 
that was drawn on the United 
Bank of Switzerland. 

He said the money was part of 
his personal profit of $88 million 
on a 4-million-ton sugar deal. 

"I am very serious about this," 
he told newsmen. "I owe my 
prominence and stature to the 
benevolence of His Imperial Maj- 
esty and was very distressed to 
learn of his situation." 

Julian, called "The Black 
Eagle," first gained prominence in 
1923 when, as a stunt, he made a 
parachute jump over Harlem, 
N. Y. Since that time he has 
traveled all over the world as a 
flyer, rum runner and playboy.

F the setting had not been Kin- 
shasa, Zaire, but Dodge City in 
the days of the six-shooters, Mu- 
hammad Ali's eighth-round knock- 
out of George Foreman could be 
likened to a bad, two-gun carrying 
hombre who promised and then 
proved he'd return to get his man. 

Though he wore no 10-gallon 
hat nor spurred black boots, Ali 
packed two fists full of fury that 
lashed out angrily at Foreman's 
head to score vengefully. Since be- 
ing deposed as the heavyweight 
champion in 1967, losing to Joe 
Frazier, dusting off a few lesser 
knowns in between and then losing 
to ex-Marine Ken Norton, Ali 
vowed to scour the fighting path 
until he regained his crown. 

He humiliated his opponent 
taunting him • by laying on the 
ropes, fighting flat-footed, fending 
off Foreman's punches and in the 
end making Foreman look more 
like a man who had drunk one too 
many at four in the morning 
than a champion fighting to retain 
one of the sports world's most 
precious gems. 

It was an Ali mural from begin- 
ning to end. Zairois dancers and 
drummers shook the Kinshasa 
turf. Stomping, whistling admir- 
ers shouted, "Ali Bom Aye" (Ali,

kill him) vibrating the 20th of 
May Stadium. Something bigger 
than life was approaching.

championship. Only Floyd Patter- 
son before him had accomplished 
such a feat.

Even Foreman, 
who shot blanks all night and once 
said he respected Ali too much to 
fight him, praised the champion.
